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Claims 10-18, 20, 21, 24-32 and 38 are pending in the present application, of 
which claims 10-12, 20 and 21 are independent. For the reasons set forth in detail 
below, all claims are believed to be in condition for allowance. Favorable 
reconsideration is requested. 

Paragraph 3 of the Official Action provisionally rejects claims 10, 11, 13-18, 20, 
21 and 24-32 under the doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over claims 13 
and 15-24 of Application Serial No. 10/787,120. Paragraph 4 of the Official Action 
provisionally rejects claims 12 and 38 under the doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting over the combination of claims 13, 18 and 19 of Application Serial No. 
10/787,120 and U.S. Patent No. 5,514,879 to Yamazaki. In response, a Terminal 
Disclaimer is submitted herewith. Upon filing of this Terminal Disclaimer, the claims of 
the present application are believed to be in condition for allowance. Reconsideration 
and withdrawal of the obviousness-type double patenting rejections are requested.
